Therefore, in 
the instant case, it cannot be said that the Tribunal has erred in applying the principles laid down said decisions to facts of the 
present case. That apart, what is to be noted is that the tribunal has granted the relief for pensionary benefits only and when such 
benefit is granted after long service of 35 years, we cannot hold that the tribunal has erred in the respect. Therefore, we do not see 
reason to interfere with the order of the tribunal.

(KRDH) project relating to collection of information from the residents on various 
Government benefits (subsidy related benefits). 

Read: 1. Government Order No. DPAR 159 EGM 2009 (P-1) dated 17-12-2009. 

2. Government Order No. DPAR 159 EGM 2009 (P-1) dated 16-01 -2010. 

PREAMBLE: 

1. Government of India conceptualised the project of assigning Unique Identity Number (UID) to all the residents in India. 
The project is called ‘Aadhaar’ and the Unique Identity Number (UID) assigned thereunder is also called ‘Aadhaar’. With a 
view to implement the same, the Unique Identification Authority of India (UIDAI) was constituted by the Government of 
India under the Planning Commission. The basic mandate of the authority is to issue Unique ID Numbers to the residents 
in India and one of the main purposes behind this project is to ensure better delivery of services and welfare schemes to 
the people, especially, the poor and the marginalized. 

2. UID Process and Utility. 

2.1 UIDAI implements Unique ID through designated Registrars, who are entrusted with the mandate of enrolling 
residents for being assigned a UID. Registrars, in turn, can appoint enrolment agencies, who will actually carry 
out the enrolment process at the village/habitation level. 

2.2 UIDAI has the mandate from Government of India to uniquely identify residents and issue them with Unique 
Identity Number (UID) based on demographic and bio-metric data of each resident. The following demographic 
information is collected from each resident: 

• Name 

• Date of Birth 

• Address and 

• Gender 

of which, name , date of birth and address has to be substantiated with documentary proof. Residents seeking 
Unique Identity Number (UID), referred to as Aadhaar, shall provide at least one proof of identity (POI) with name 
and photograph and one or more documentary proof containing date of birth and address (POA) information. 
UIDAI has prepared a master list of documents a resident can provide to substantiate demographic details. The 
following bio-metric information is collected from residents, as a pre-requisite, to uniquely identify a resident: 

(a) Photograph 

(b) IRIS and 

(c) Fingerprints 

2.3 Aadhaar is a 12-digit unique number, which the Unique Identification Authority of India (UIDAI) issues to all 
residents. The number is stored in a centralized database and linked to the basic demographic and biometric 
information namely, photograph, ten fingerprints and iris, of each individual. Aadhaar will be : 

• Easily verifiable in an online, cost-effective way. 

• Unique and robust enough to eliminate the large number of duplicate and fake identities in Government and 

private databases. 

• A randomly generated number, devoid of any classification based on caste, creed, religion and geography. 

2.4 Aadhaar-based identification will have the following key benefits : 

• Residents with Aadhaar would be spared the trouble of repeatedly proving identity through documents each 

time they access services delivered by public and private sector agencies such as getting subsidized ration, 
unemployment benefits, social security pension, obtaining a bank account, passport, driving license etc. 
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• By providing a clear proof of identity, Aadhaar will empower the poor and under privileged residents in 
accessing services such as formal banking system and give them an opportunity to avail various services 
provided by the Government and the private sector. The centralized technology infrastructure of the UIDAI 
will enable 'anytime, anywhere, and how' authentication. 

3. Incentivising the enrolment into UID : Considering the likely benefits of Aadhaar (UID), which will help the poor to 
access benefits, improve governance and delivery of public services and reduce transaction costs and leakages, 
Government of India has incentivised enrolments thereunder. The process of registering residents below poverty line 
(BPL) involves costs for both the beneficiaries and the State Governments. Hence, Government of India has incentivised 
states to enrol beneficiaries under Aadhaar (UID). Such support can be used by the State either to directly subsidise 
residents or to provide better facilities for enrolment so that their cost of participation is lowered. 

3.1 Accordingly, the 13 th Finance Commission proposed an incentive for States, during its award period, 2010-15, 
calculated at Rs. 100 per person mulitiplied by the persons below the poverty line (Uniform Recall Period : 2004- 
OS, as published by the Planning Commission) The guidelines for these grants are : 

3.1.1 States may use this grant either to directly assist the intended beneficiaries or create convenient facilities for 
them so that the cost of registration is minimal to beneficiaries. 

3.1.2The assistance, if provided, will be restricted to BPL category beneficiaries of Mahathma Gandhi National Rural 
Employment Guarantee Scheme (MGNREGS), Rashtriya Swastya Bima Yojana (RSBY), Public 
Distribution System (PDS), old-age pensioners and other welfare schemes of the State and Central 
Schemes. 

4. Implementation of Aadhaar Project in Karnataka : 

4.1 The Centre for e-Governance, Bengaluru, has been designated as the nodel agency for implementation of 
Aadhaar project in Karnataka as per the Government Order dated 17-12-2009, read at (1) above. In Karnataka, 
an Empowered Committee, with the powers of Cabinet, was constituted under the chairmanship of Chief 
Secretary to take decisions relating to implementation of Aadhaar project in Karnataka, as per Government order 
dated : 16-01-2010, read at (2) above. 

4.2 The Centre for e-Governance entered into a memorandum of understanding (MOU) with UIDAI, according to 
which, Centre for e-Governance shall, on behalf of Government of Karnataka, gather demographic and bio¬ 
metric information from residents of Karnataka State as per the standards prescribed by the UIDAI and upload 
the same to CIDR (Central ID Repository) for further processing and generation of UID. 

4.3 The Empowered Committee, referred to in paragraph 4.1 above, approved a strategy of roll out of Aadhaar 
project in Karnataka, as per the following :- 

(1) Phase I : Roll out in two pilot districts, namely, Mysore and Tumkur, to test and refine both technical and 
operational process of UID enrolment. 

(2) Phase II : Roll out in 8 more districts in Karnataka, at the rate of two per revenue division. 

(3) Phase III : Roll out to the remaining 20 districts in Karnataka. 

(4) Creation of a Karnataka Resident Data Hub to seed the UID numbers into various databases of 
departments providing welfare services to the citizens, to enable efficient delivery and tracking of services 
and address pilferage. 

4.4 The following are the main features vis-a-vis implementation of Aadhaar project in Karnataka :- 

(a) Collection of information from the residents for 8 major services. 

(b) Making it mandatory for the residents to furnish original documents at the time of enrolment, failing which 
the services concerned would be temporarily suspended and 

(c) Directing concerned departments to take necessary action to publicize the same. 

4.5 Accordingly UID enrolment was launched in the two pilot districts of Mysore and Tumkur engaging two enrolment 
agencies, one for each district, through a competitive tendering process. The enrolment programme was formally 
launched in Mysore and Tumkur on 8 th October 2010. 

5. Karnataka Resident Data Hub (KRDH1 Project: 

5.1 To leverage the uniqueness of the UID number, it is necessary to integrate the UID numbers to the various 
services offered to the citizens by the Government. For the purpose, it is required to establish a resident’s data 
hub that would enable mapping of resident information in various databases to the UID number. To achieve this, 
it is essential to identify the major welfare oriented programmes and collect information from the residents on 
their participation in these programmes. Collection of such information during the enrolment process will facilitate 
integration of UID number into the databases. 

5.2 Government of Karnataka is implementing several unique welfare oriented programmes for the benefit of people 
of Karnataka. It is extremely important that these beneficiary oriented services (subsidy related schemes) are 
delivered in an efficient manner. Linking of the delivery of the services to the Unique ID of residents has immense 
benefits in terms of: 
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(b) Unique identification and better targeting of services 

(c) Prevention of pilferage/leakages in the service delivery by 

(i) Eliminating duplicate and ghost entries and 

(ii) Preventing duplication of enrolment in various services. 

5.3 Government of Karnataka annually spends considerable amounts towards subsidy in various welfare 

programmes. Some of the services of the Government which have been shortlisted to be “Aadhaar enabled” are 
specified in the table below

5.4 Besides collecting the demographic and bio-metric information prescribed by the UIDAI, additional information 
about residents, titled as KYR+, has to be collected, wherein KYR refers to Know Your Resident. Specifically, 
residents seeking Aadhaar enrolment are also to be requested to provide the following additional KYR+ 
information : 

• Social security pension (sanction order no. & money order no.) 

• Ration card number 

• Mahathma Gandhi National Rural Employment Guarantee Scheme Card number 

• Bond Number in Bhagyalakshmi Scheme (details of children) 

• IP pump set details 

• Passbook number in Milk Co-operative Society & 

• Customer card number for LPG connection 

5.5 For this purpose, it is proposed to develop one single consolidated Karnataka Resident Data Flub (KRDFI) as per 
the following : 

• Develop a State-wide Data Governance Framework and build a secure and sustainable ICT (Information and 

Communication Technology) infrastructure for the same. 

• Develop a State Level framework for seeding of resident databases of the departments with Aadhaar 

information and make the framework fully operational. 

• Develop one single consolidated data hub for the State (KRDFI) wherein key information about all residents of 

the State is maintained and constantly updated. 

• Advise and facilitate modifications to existing legacy software applications and databases in the State, as 

required, to store Aadhaar information to deliver services. 

6. In this background Government hereby orders as under. 

Government Order No. DPAR 7 PRJ 2010, Bangalore, Dated: 20 th May 2011. 

7. Under the circumstances explained in the preamble, Government hereby accords sanction to- 

7.1 (i) Implement the Aadhaar (UID) project in the State as per the details in paragraphs 4.3 and 4.4 above. 

(ii) Provide an incentive of Rs. 100 (Rs. One hundred) per head only to those BPL category beneficiaries under 
social security schemes and Mahathma Gandhi National Rural Employment Guarantee Scheme who produce 
the relevant documents as proof and after they get enrolled for UID number, through a process of transfer into 
their bank accounts ; and 

(iii) The Centre for e-Governance, in consultation with Rural Development and Panchayat Raj Department, 
Revenue Department etc, to work out a mechanism and modality for incentivisation of the enrolment. 

7.2 Develop a single consolidated Karnataka Resident Data Flub (KRDH) involving the following activities : 

(b) Development of a State-wide Data Governance Framework and building secure and sustainable ICT 
infrastructure for the same. 

(c) Development of a State level framework for seeding of resident databases of the departments with Aadhaar 
information and make the framework fully operational. 

(d) Development of one single consolidated data hub for the State (KRDH) wherein key information about all 
residents of the State will be maintained and constantly kept updated. 
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(e) Advising and also facilitating modifications of existing legacy software applications and databases of various 
other departments in the State, as required, to store Aadhaar information to deliver different services. 

(f) Mandating the departments concerned to take measures to highlight the necessity of providing KYR+ 
information on the part of the residents when they come for Aadhaar enrolment, wherever applicable with the 
stipulation that failure to provide the correct information will entail temporary suspension of the relevant 
service/benefit availed by the resident and 

(g) Urging the residents through widespread publicity and awareness creation to provide KYR+ (Know Your 
Resident+) information while seeking Aadhaar enrolment. 

7.3 The departments specified in the table in paragraph 5.3 above shall take action as per (e) and (f) in paragraph 7.2 
above and accordingly issue necessary directions to the field level functionaries and to the beneficiaries concerned. 
8 . The expenditure on this account shall be debited to the head of account “3451-00-800-0-07-101 (Plan) - XIII FCG- 
Incentives For issuing Unique Identification (UIDs)” and the head of account “3451-00-090-2-04-059-e-Governance 
(Plan).”

The Scheme of State overseas Scholarships for Scheduled Castes Scheduled Tribes Candidates of Karnataka (Revised 

Guidelines) 

The Scheme 

1. The scheme provides financial assistance to the selected candidates for pursuing Masters level courses and Ph. D at 
abroad in the following specified field of study. 

a. Engineering 

b. Management 

c. Pure Sciences 

d. Agriculture & Allied Sciences/Technology 

e. Medicine 

2. Women candidates will be encouraged: other things being equal, preference in selection will be given to women 
candidates. In case of STs preference will be given to Primitive tribes. Bachelor level courses in any discipline are not covered 
under the scheme. 

3. Minimum Qualification: 

(a) For Ph.D.: 1 st class with 60% marks or equivalent grade in relevant Master’s Degree. Preference would be given to the 
experienced candidates especially to those who are on lien with their existing post and employer. 

(c) For Master’s Degree: 1 st class with 60% marks or equivalent grade in relevant Bachelor’s Degree Preference would be 
given to the experienced candidates especially to those who are on lien with their existing post and employer. 

4. Age: 

Below 35 years, as on First day of the month of the Advertisement of the Scheme. 

5. Income Ceiling 

Total income from all sources of the employed candidate or his/her parents/guardians should not exceed Rs. 25,000/- per month 
(excluding such allowances as are not treated as part of the total income for the purpose of income tax) as certified by the 
employer. A copy of latest tax-assessment as well as latest monthly salary slip from the employer is also required to be 
enclosed with the application. 

6. One Child in a Family and one time award 

Not more than one child of the same parents/ guardians will be eligible and to this effect a self-certification will be required from the 
candidate. An idnvidual can be given the award only once and cannot be considered for the award for a second or subsequent 
time. 
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Other Mandatory Conditions 

7. Candidates who are in employment must forward their applications thorugh their employer, along with a no objection certificate 
by the employer, to Social Welfare Department/Tribal Welfare Department so as to reach the same on or before the last date of 
receipt of applications as specified in the advertisement of the scheme. 

8. The finally selected candidates shall obtain admission and join an accredited University/Institution abroad within three years 
from the date communication of selection. On expiry of this specified period time, the award will automatically get cancelled 
and come to an end. No request for extension of time for availing the award is permissible under the scheme. The candidates 
are required to seek admission and join accredited Universities/Institutions only. 

9. The selected candidate shall execute a bond on a non-judicial stamp paper before a notary-public with two sureties who will 
execute surety bonds separately for the actual amount to be spent by Government of Karnataka (GOK) on the candidate or 
Rs. 50,000/- whichever is more. Each of the surety bonds shall specify and Cover for the estimated expenditure in Indian 
Rupees that would be incurred on the awardee during the entire period of study abroad and shall become payable by the 
sureties jointly or/and severally in case the awardee is declared a defaulter by the Government under the provisions of the 
scheme. Another clause in the same bond shall be included to the effect that as per prevailing laws of the foreign country, that 
the extension of stay abroad beyond completion of the course or duration of the scholarship under the scheme, whichever is 
earlier will not be permissible. The candidate/awardee shall not seek any extension of stay abroad beyond the duration for 
which the scholarship is awarded. Another clause in the same bond shall be included to the effect that the awardee on return to 
India has to remain in India for at least five years and shall also required to serve the Government if he/she continues to be in 
Government service after returning to India, as he/she was before going abroad with award under the scheme. With a view to 
introducing a greater element of accountability in the scheme, and for a better evaluation of its impact, the Social Welfare 
Department/Tribal Welfare Department would monitor what the candidates were doing for 3 years subsequent to their return. 

10. The candidate shall not change the course of study or research for which scholarship has been sanctioned. 

11. The selected candidates may pursue their respective studies in an accredited University/lnstitutuion in a country of their choice 
with which India has diplomatic relations, subject to prior approval of the Government of India/Government of Karnataka whose 
decision will be final and not challengeable. The candidates are required to make their own efforts in seeking admission in 
accredited Universities/lnstitututions in programmes/fields specified in the scheme. 

12. Expenses and logistics covered by the award would be strictly limited to the candidate only. 

13. All administrative matters like study leave; salary etc. will be directly sorted out by the candidate with his/her employer and as 
per rules of the serving organization. The Government will not take any responsibility or render assistance in this regard. 

14. In an emergency the awardee is permitted to return to India for a specific purpose in connection with the emergency, after 
having duly informed the GOK/Indian Mission as well as the awardee’s Institutions of study. The awardee will, however, be 
required to bear to and from journey expenses for the visit and shall also not be entitled to receive maintenance allowance 
under the scheme for the period of being away from the place of his/her educational Institututions abroad and the maintenance 
allowance shall be resumed only from the date of his/her resuming same course at the same institution. The awardee shall 
return to the place of his/her educational institution, as early as possible; failing which, he/she shall be liable to be declared a 
defaulter and the recovery proceeding will be initiated against him/her.. 

15. All candidates after having availed of the award under the scheme shall return to India and under no circumstances they will be 
issued 'No Obligation to Return to India’ certificate by any authority in GOK. The awardee after having returned to India is also 
required to intimate to the Government in writing about having returned to India. 

16. It will be for the candidate to obtain the appropriate visa for a country wherein he/she intends to study further under award from 
the scheme, and for the visa issuing authorities to issue only such visa as permits the candidate to pursue the specified course 
abroad and thereafter the candidate returns to India. GOK will render no assistance to a candidate for obtaining visa. 

17. Selected candidates are required to furnish all such documents and enter into such agreements before their departure as shall 
be decided by the GOK from time to time. 

18. In case the awardee has received overpayment from GOK or any other Government agency, he/she shall refund the same to 
GOK and his/her employer (if any) is authorized to recover the excess amount from his/her dues, on request from GOK and 
refund the same to GOK. 

19. The decisions of GOK shall be final in all such issues, as may come up during course of time. 

20. The Indian Mission abroad will be intimated the list of selected candidates after admission and the candidates shall submit six 
monthly progress reports from the university/institution where the awardee is pursuing his/her studies for which the award was 
given under the scheme to GOK and Indian Mission abroad. The Mission will also be requested to inform GOK such serious 
adverse developments in case of the awardee which requires decision towards furher continuation of the award or otherwise. 
Based on the reports the appropriate action will be taken by Government. In case of candidates who’s progress is not 
satisfactory as reflected in their six monthly progress reports, the Government may take steps to stop the extension of financial 
assistance and cancel the award. 

21. If an awardee pursuing Ph.D. in an University/Institution where he/she is initially registered with, finds himseif/herself in a 
serious situation where his/her guide has left and there are no immediate replacements there of or that the University/lnsitution 
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has discontinued the research support facilities in the area where the awardee was pursuing Ph.D., the GOK based on the 
report from Indian Mission abroad is authorized in such cases to allow the awardee to change the university/institution, after 
the Mission is satisfied about such a need, subject, however, to the condition that the credits earned by the awardee in the 
initial university/institution are accepted for transfer by the second university/institution and that the total period of award shall 
remain unchanged even on such a transfer/change, which may be permitted only once during the award. 

22. The prospective awardee shall be selected by the following Selection Committee. 

1) Principal Secretary, Social Welfare Department-Chairman 

2) Director of Technical Education - Member 

3) Director of Medical Education - Member 

4) Director, Agriculture - Member 

5) Commissioner/Director, Social Welfare Department & Tribal Welfare Department - Member Secretary. 

For a particular subject from within the specified subjects for pursuing Masters’ Programme, Ph.D. and candidate shall be given 
three years time from the date of communication about his/her selection for the award to obtain admission in the specified 
programme. The candidate before leaving for overseas to pursue the course for which he/she was selected, shall give a 
declaration to Government that he/she not already acquired the qualification in the meanwhile or has not submitted the final 
thesis leading to active possibility of acquiring the qualification, from an Indian University. The Government on receiving such a 
declaration from the candidate will appropriately decide as to whether candidate can be awarded under the scheme or 
otherwise and the departure of the candidate will depend on the decision. 

23. In case the awardee is unable to complete the course successfully and that if the guide/head of the department of the 
candidate certifies that the candidate has not been found wanting in his/her commitment/dedication/attention to studies then 
the Government shall have the right to exempt him/her from the penalty clause fo “Defaulter under the Scheme”. The 
Government in such cases entitles the candidate to claim air passage to India by shortest route and economy class. 

24. In normal circumstances, immediately after successful completion of the course, the awardee shall return to India for which the 
return ticket will be borne by the Government. If the awardee remains in the foreign country for more than one month after 
successful completion of the course and then return to India at his/her own cost, he/she shall not be entitled to refund of return 
passage. 

25. The Government, if necessary, in consultation with other Departments/Agencies, shall take decisions on such issues 
concerning awardees as may arise from circumstances which are of unforeseeable nature and, thus, not covered under this 
written scheme and such decisions of the Government shall be final and binding on the awardees. 

Financial Assistance / Annual Maintenance Allowance for 
Candidates to Take Admission in U.S.A. / U.K. And Other Countries 

26. (A) An annual maintenance allowance to be sanctioned for each candidate is Rupees Six lakhs for one year course. Similar 
amount be given for each year of course period subject to the maximum period mentioned below. 

(a) Ph.D. - 4 years (four years) or completion of the course whichever is earlier. 

(b) Masters Degree - 3 years (three years) or completion of the course whichever is earlier. 

(B) Fee - Actuals as charged. 

(C) The contingency allowance for books/essential apparatus/study tour/typing and binding of thesis incidental journey 
charges/attending subject related conferences work shop / Medical Insurance etc. will be paid of Rs. Seventy five 
thousand for one year course and Rs. One lakh fifty Thousand for more than one year course. 

Earnings From Research / Teaching Assistantceship 

27. The awardees are permitted to supplement their prescribed allowances by undertaking Research / Teaching Assistantship up 
to US Dollars 2400/- per annum and for awardees in United Kingdom, pounds sterling 1560/- per annum. Where income 
earned is beyond these prescribed ceilings, the maintenance allowance under the scheme shall be correspondingly reduced by 
the Government. The Indian Mission abroad will be requested to inform in this regard. 

Visa Fees 

28. Actual Visa Fees in Indian Rupees will be paid. 

Air Passage 

29. Air Passage from India to the nearest place to the educational institution and back to India, by economy class and shortest 
route will be provided. 

30. The extension of stay beyond prescribed period for levels of courses as mentioned above, may be considered without financial 
assistance of any kind except the air passage to return to India, if and only if recommendation of the competent concerned authority 
in the educational institution/university as well as the Indian Mission abroad is received certifying that such an overstay for a 
specified period, is absolutely essential for facilitating the candidate to complete the course. The final decision in this regard will, 
however, rest with the Government of Karnataka alone. 

Jurisdiction of the Scheme 
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31. The Jurisdiction of the scheme extend only to providing prescribed financial support to the selected candidates for pursuing 
higher education in the specified subjects. The scheme does not cover any area related to employment opportunities of the awardee 
after his/her having availed of the award. 

Default under the Scheme 

32. In case a candidate pursuing studies abroad violates any of the terms and conditions of the bonds executed by him/her and 
that the educational institution/university intimates the Indian Mission abroad/Government of Karnataka about his/her adverse 
reports on studies and/or conduct and/or that the candidate leaves for any other country or absconds or joins any other university or 
course/programme or/and returns to India case of emergency without intimating the Indian Mission abroad/GOK, he/she shall be 
declared a defaulter and shall be liable to refund the entire amount spent on him/her along with the interest @ 12% per annum or 
such rate as may be fixed from time to time by Government of Karnataka and in case an awardee fails to repay the amount within 
six months from the date on which a demand for such refund is made, penal interest at the rate which is 2.5% higher than the 
aforesaid rate of interest on the outstanding amount would be charged. If the awardee fails to repay such amount along with interest 
thereon in the manner decided by Government of Karnataka, his/her sureties who have executed bonds, shall be liable to pay 
the entire amount failing which Deputy Commissioner of the concerned district shall realize the amount as arrears of land revenue. 
Selection Procedure. 

33. The scheme will be advertised (respective departments) in the newspapers along with summarized information about it. The 
candidates shall, after assessing their eligibility and suitability as per conditions of the scheme, apply to the Government (employed 
candidates through proper channel), in the prescribed application form which will form a part of the advertisement. The last date of 
receiving applications will also be mentioned in the advertisement. Thereafter, all applications received up to the last date of 
receiving applications, as notified in advertisement, will be put before the selection Committee. 

The candidates will be required to present themselves for personal interview before the Selection Committee. On the 
basis of assessment of individual candidates, the Selection Committee, will finally select the candidates. 

Furnishing of False Information 

34. If any candidate has furnished any false information/document and is established as false, he/she shall be debarred from the 
award and if he/she has availed of it or is availing, an action will be initiated for recovery of the amount spent with 15% compound 
interest thereon. Such candidate will also be black listed for future and the employed candidate will also have to face departmental 
action for such act, for which the Government of Karnataka will take up the matter with the respective employers. The respective 
employers are, therefore, also requested to carefully go through contents of application of their employees before forwarding the 
same to this Government. The employers are also free to insist on candidates employed by them to execute such bonds with them, 
as they deem fit and necessary and in accordance with their rules and regulations in such cases. 

Relaxation of Any Clause of the Scheme 

35. Relaxation of any norms / clauses of the scheme may be considered in deserving cases with the approval of the Government 
based on the recommendations of the Selection Committee. 

Litigation 

36. Any litigation on matters arising out of this scheme in India will be subject to sole jurisdiction of the courts situated in 
Bangalore. The litigations arising abroad will be dealt appropriately by the Government. 

Air Passage Grants 

37. Applications on plain paper in the prescribed format are also invited for the award of air passage grants to Scheduled 
Castes/Scheduled Tribes candidates which are open throughout the year. Only those candidates who are in receipt of a merit 
scholarship for Post Graduate Studeis, Research or Training abroad (excluding attending seminars, workshops conferences), from a 
foreign Government/Organization or under any other Scheme, where the cost of passage is not, provided will be eligible to apply. 

i. The candidates should possess a Master's or an equivalent degree in Pure & Applied Science, Technology, Medicine, 
Agricultural Sciences and Management disciplines. The eligibility conditions otherwise will be same as contained in the 
Scheme of National Overseas Scholarship for SC/ST candidates, 
ii. The candidates who have already reached abroad will not be considered for passage grants. For selected candidates, air 
passage to the destination abroad and back to India, will be provided by economy class and shortest route.
